PURSUANT TO THE TELECOMMUNICATIONS ACT OF 1996 

COME NOW, US LEC of Tennessee Inc. (“US LEC”) and BellSouth 

Telecommunications, Inc., (“BellSouth”), and file this request for approval of the 

Amendment to the Interconnection Agreement dated June 20, 2004 (the “Amendment”) 

negotiated between the two companies pursuant to Sections 251 and 252 of the 

Telecommunications Act of 1996, (the “Act”). In support of their request, US LEC and 

BellSouth state the following: 

1. US LEC and BellSouth have successfully negotiated an agreement for 

interconnection of their networks, the unbundling of specific network elements offered by 

BellSouth and the resale of BellSouth’s telecommunications services to US LEC. The 

Interconnection Agreement was filed with the Tennessee Regulatory Authority (“TRA”) 

on June 16,2004 and a supplemental filing was done on August 12,2004. 

2. The parties have recently negotiated an Amendment to the Agreement 

which adds language for the Pnmary Carrier Plan and incorporates rates for Virtual 

Collocation to the Agreement. A copy of the. Amendment is attached hereto and 

incorporated herein by reference.

3. Pursuant to Section 252(e) of the Telecommunications Act of 1996, US 

LEC and BellSouth are submitting their Amendment to the TRA for its consideration and 

approval. The Amendment provides that either or both of the parties is authorized to 

submit this Amendment to the TRA for approval. 

4. In accordance with Section 252(e) of the Act, the TRA is charged with 

approving or rejecting the negotiated Amendment between BellSouth and US LEC within 

90 days of its submission. The Act ,provides that the TRA may only reject. such an 

agreement if it finds that the agreement or any portion of the agreement discriminates 

against a telecommunications carrier not a party to the agreement or the implementation 

of the agreement or any portion of the agreement is not consistent with the public interest, 

convenience and necessity. 

5.  US LEC and BellSouth aver that the Amendment is consistent with the 

standards for approval. 

6. Pursuant to 47 USC Section 252(i) and 47 C.F.R. Section 51.809, 

BellSouth shall make available the entire Interconnection Agreement filed and approved 

pursuant to 47 USC Section 252. 

US LEC and BellSouth respectfully request that the TRA approve the 

Amendment negotiated between the parties.

Amendment to the Agreement 
Between 

US LEC of Tennessee Inc. 
and 

BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. 
Dated June 20,2004 

Pursuant to this Amendment, (the “Amendment”), US LEC of Tennessee 
Inc. (“US LEC’), and BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. (“BellSouth”), hereinafter 
referred to collectively as the “Parties,” hereby agree to amend that certain 
Interconnection Agreement between the Parties dated June 20, 2004 (“Agreement”) to 
be effective thirty (30) calendar days after the date of the last signature executing the 
Amendment (“Effective Date”). 

WHEREAS, BellSouth and US LEC entered into the Agreement on June 
20, 2004, and, 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual provisions contained 
herein and other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which 
are hereby acknowledged, the Parties hereby covenant and agree as follows. 

1. The Parties agree to add new Section 7 6.3 to Attachment 3 as follows 

7.6.3 For Primary Carrier Plan (PCP) Independent Telephone Company 
(ICO) originated intraLATA toll Transit Traffic delivered to US LEC for 
termination, US LEC shall bill BellSouth at the US LEC’s intrastate 
switched access tariff rates The amount of PCP ICO originated 
intraLATA toll Transit Traffic usage for which US LEC bills BellSouth 
shall be determined by US LEC by applying the US LEC and BellSouth 
agreed upon PCP ICO ratios to the appropriate monthly EM1 11-01 -01 
call detail usage provided by BellSouth BellSouth shall provide to US 
LEC an initial list, by state, of the PCP ICOs, and BellSouth shall 
provide PCP ICO list updates to US LEC as necessary Non-PCP ICO 
originated traffic shall be compensated between the Parties pursuant to 
the Transit Traffic section of this Agreement 

2 The Parties agree to add Virtual Collocation rates to Exhibit D of Attachment 
4, as set forth in Exhibit 1 of this Amendment attached hereto and 
incorporated herein by this reference 

3 All of the other provisions of the Agreement, dated June 20, 2004, shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

4. Either or both of the Parties are authorized to submit this Amendment to the 
respective state regulatory authorities for approval subject to Section 252(e) of 
the Federal Telecommunications Act of 1996
